GRANITE CITY — Bullets rained on houses in 
the Lexington Subdivision Friday afternoon, break- 
ing several windows and causing other damage. 

Three-year-old Steven Lane was asleep in the 
living room of his home on Northbridge when a 
bullet struck the picture window above the couch 
where he slept. The bullet went through the first of 
the two panes of glass and struck the second pane 
with enough force to spray tiny splinters of glass 
through the room. 

“Thank God he was asleep with his eyes 
closed,”’ said Mary Lane, his mother. *‘There were 
slivers all over his face and even in his mouth. 

Granite City police took six reports of. bullets 
causing damage to property, involving one house 
on Watertown and five residences on Northbridge. 

Witnesses in the neighborhood reported hearing 
more than a dozen gunshots at several times 
between 1 and 3 p.m. Several residents also 
reported hearing bullets strike their homes. 

Police Chief Don Knight said the shots appeared 
to have come from fields just outside the -city 
limits. He said the department had recovered sev- 
eral slugs that appeared to be .38- or .357-caliber 

Officers continued to investigate the source of 
the shots Friday evening and the Madison County 
Sheriff's Department was also called in.

“It appears likely that captive 
breeding .programs such as 
North American Red Panda SSP 
may be the only way to save 
this species,“ said Zoo director 
Charles Hoessle.

budget reconciliati 


WASHINGTON — U 
Jerry Costello, D-IL, 
Wednesday. thatthe House of 
Representatives included_in_its 
Budget Reconciliation Bill, 
passed Tuesday night, a proposal 
to set aside funds for a national 
joint-use aviation program. 

Costello originally. co-spon- 
sored the civilian-military joint- 
use provision in the House Avia- 
tion Subcommittee. 

The House previously 
approved the measure as part of 
the 1990 Aviation Capacity~ Bilt, 
which has been stalled in the 
Senate. 

“It was a struggle to include 
the joint-use provision in this 
bill,” Costello said. “It was 
important to pass it as part of 
the Reconciliation Bill,.or else it 
might not have passed at all this 
year. 

“This program will be of great 
benefit to future joint-use at 


Scott’ Air Force Base."” 

The proposal would require 
that at least 1.5 percent of the 
federal Airport Imp 
Program be spent in each of fis- 
cal years 1991 and 1992 on quali- 
fying current and former mili- 
tary airports, as designated by 
the U.S. secretary of Transporta- 
tion. 

The bill also stipulates that 
the secretary designate no more 
than eight current or former 
military airports for participa- 
tion in the program no tater than ~ 
Sept. 10, 1992, and to designate 
only those airports deemed to 
enhance airport capacity in 
major metropolitan areas. 

“For the first time, we will set 
aside a portion of federal avia- 

mn: funds specifically for joint- 
use projects,"’ Costello said. 

“At a time when we are fac- 
ing increasing budget: pressures, 
it makes sense to convert mili-

Q. I ama 28-year-old SSI 
recipient. and I'm interested in 
the Plan for Achieving 

under SSI. Can you 
lcan-set upa 

A.A Plan for — Achieving 
Self-Support, or “PASS, 
in Which a disabled individual 
sets aside a certain amount of 
income or assets to achieve a 
work goal such as education, 
vocational training, purchasing 
work-related equipment or 
starting his own business. 

Money set aside for these pur- 
poses can be excluded from 
countable income and resources 
when determining eligibility or 
payment amount. Your aplan. 
must set realistic goals an 
in writing but the people at 
Social Security can help you 
develop your plan. 

Q.-I will a 65 in a few 
months. I am currently’ receiy- 
ing widow's benefits. What do I 
have to do to get Medicare? 

-.. A..About two-months before 
your 65th birthday you-automati- 
cally will receive a Medicare 
enrollment package by mail. It 
contains a Medicare card, infor- 
mation about Medicare coverage 
and enrollment instructions. 

If you want both the Hospital 

-and_Médical Insurance parts of 
Medicare — and about 95 per-
